The burglar or mob leader that 
tries to break the safe of the New 
National 
City 
ban k 
down 
iu 
Wall Street in New York, will go 
up against a fierce and untam a­ 
ble proposition, 
lie is liable to 
nud him self parboiling iu a bath 
of sizzling steam , for this m on­ 
ster strong box 
represents 
the 
very latest word in 
vault 
con­ 
struction and protection. 
Wince the total resource* of this 
bank aggregate four hundred m il­ 
lion 
dollars 
(the capital stock 
alone is twenty-five million dol 
lars;, it is natu ral th at 
special 
precautions should be takeu to 
•mfegtiard its vast treasure. 
The safe itself is very simple 
tn<] is bare of 
adornm ent. 
It 
is fifteen feet 
high, 
twenty-five 


feet wide and th irty feet long. 
Fhe weight is three huudred tons, 
its principal protection are the 
walls, which are strong enough to 
resist the bom bardm ent of a b a t­ 
tleship. 
First come five inches of arm or 
filate. Next to this is a foot thick 
o«*ss of concrete; then an inch of 
solid ste e l; then half an inch of 
electric w ires connected w ith a 
dozen stations. 
On the outside ot 
all this is another inch of solid 
steel. 
Ju st outside the walls of 
the vault is a grille of steel bars. 
But the novel feature is a four- 
inch steel pipe which cncirles the 
bottom of the vault. 
A t regular 
intervals are nozzles. 
The pipe is 
constantly loaded w ith steam . 
In 
various p arts of the big building 
ire 
valves connected 
w ith 
the 
steam-pipe. 
Should a w atchm an 
in m aking his 
round« 
discover 
some one tam pering w ith the big 
vault, he can rush to one of these 
valves, tu rn acock, and a moment 
later the safe is surrounded by a 
flood of hissiug, boiling steam . 
There 
are 
other 
safeguards 
never before installed anyw here. 
The great vault is on stilts, and 
the w atchm an can walk under the 
treasure house. 
At every corner 
of the stilts are m irrors, «o th at 
in 
one 
glance 
he can 
see all 
around. 
Scores of electric lights 
bla ze under the safe 
day 
and 
night. 
This is perhaps the only tw o 
story vault in the 
w orld. 
The 
Hoor which divides the stru ctu re 
into tw o stories is of glass. There 
¡s an iron stairw ay inside, ju st as 
inside a house. 
A nother interesting innovation 
in the new N ational C ity B ank 
which is a great tim e-saver, is a 
trolley railw ay to carry checks 
It« im portance m ay be im agined 
when it m stated th a t th is bank 
handles fifty thousand check» a 
day. 
A clerk at one desk dum ps 
a bundle of checks into the car 


riage, presses a button and the 
load 
goes whizzing to another 
clerk. 
By 
m eans 
of 
special 
grooves it can be m ade to drop 
upon any desk desired. 
The tro l­ 
ley elim inates th« m essenger-boy 
aud is much quicker. 
The N ational C ityB ank has 
sort of hotel attxehm ent too. 
For 
the benefit of the checks who have 
to w ork late a t night or fall sick, 
a suite of living room« has been 
installed. 
These are 
provided 
w ith baths. 
A com plete kitchen 
outfit is another feature (the bank 
feeds four huudred clerks every 
day a t luncheon), and there are 
special rooms for d irecto rs’ lunch­ 
eons and for big luncheons for dis­ 
tinguished guests. 
A roof-garden 
is also p art o t the equipm ent, aud 
there is a running tra c k for a th ­ 
letic clerks. 
B ut tk« atsam -clad 
safe is tk« principal featurs.
